We received your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request for a copy of the essay titled 
"How All This Ends" on August 15, 201 1 (Ref.: 768-720-12377) 

You requested a fee waiver in your FOIA request. In order to qualify for a fee waiver, the 
DoD component command determines whether the FOIA request warrants a waiver or reduction 
of fees.
